Whereas the tailors citizens of this 
town feel themselves aggrieved and 
injured because portmen and others 
who use the craft sell and buy new 
doth and cut and divide new doth 
in pieces for hose and caps in 
order to sdl them again, and do other 
things touching the said craft, 
which grievances they have shown 
to the Mayor and good men of 
the Commonalty, praying a remedy 
therefor ; whereupon by the advice 
and assent of the good men of 
the said Commonalty, for the 
maintenance of the estate of the 
burgesses who are more privy 
to the franchise than strangers, 
the ordinances hereunder written 
are made to last hereafter.
